The prior art of record teaches the claimed invention substantially, but it fails to 
teach or suggest singly or in combination a central communication apparatus that 
minimizes a retransmission of messages when an error message is received during a

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from a remote communication terminal during the communication handshaking 
procedure to detect whether an error message exists and a communication terminating 
section that terminates a communication session when a predetermined number of error 
messages are detected by said receiver as set forth in independent claims 1, 9 and 17.
